DIXON EVENING TELEGRAPH 
Ru sk Will Travel and 
Talk Less Than Du lles

WASHINGTON CZP)—A lot less talk ing and a lot less 
traveling. 
Those will probably be two basic differences between 
the way the late Secretary of State John Foster Du lles 
handled foreign affairs and the way Dean Ru sk , who will 
tak e office as secretary next Janu ary, will do his job. 
There’s another: Ru sk ap p ears' 
to be more of a team p layer than 
Du lles, who ran a one-man show. 


Right at the beginning of 1953 
the nation got an early insight— 
althou gh this w asn’t reafcgjfd at the 
time—into how Presiu & t Eisen­ 
hower’s 
new 
secretary, 
Du lles, 
wou ld operate. 
Ru sk , 
President-elect John 
F. 
Kennedy's hand-pick ed secretary, 
has already perhaps given an early 
insight into his ideas on ru nning 
the State Departm ent. If so, they 
are qu ite different from Du lles’. 
Only six days after tak ing office 


on Jan. 21, 1953, Du lles was mak ing 
a report on Eisenhower’s foreign 
policy before it had even begu n. 
it set the p attern for many sim ­ 
ilar reports and pu blic pronou nce­ 
m ents to follow in the next six 
years before Du lles died May 24 
19 5 9. 


Only nine days after tak ing office 
he dashed overseas for a 10-day 
Eu ropean su rvey. This set a p at­ 
tern, too. Du lles made so many 
overseas trips he became far and 
away the most traveled secretary 
of state in history. 


Bu t this traveling brou ght him 
a lot of criticism on grou nd* lik e 
these: 
1. That he shou ld have spent far 
more time in Washington, think ing 
abou t foreign policy and listening 
to 
advisors, 
instead 
of 
racing 
arou nd the world to attend to de­ 
tails and negotiations su bordinates 
cou ld have handled. 
2. That his app arent feeling he 
had to handle everything person­ 
ally showed little confidence in his 
am bassadors abroad and his staff 
at home. Instead of teamwork , the 
State D epartm ent wou ld u p with a 
one-man operation. 
Du lles was a dominant man, and 
Eisenhower relied on him trem en­ 
dou sly. Du lles was already a na­ 
tional figu re in the foreign field 
before he took office. 
Ru sk is 
hardly k nown to the pu blic. 
Therefore, it wou ld be u nu su al 
if Ru sk attem pted to start ou t with

ment* abou t foreign policy prob­ 
lems in a hu rry. 
He told th* sam # rep orters on 
the sam e day when ask ed his for­ 
eign policy views: “ I think it wou ld 
be wiser for m e not to get into 
specific qu estions on policy m atter# 
. . . at this tim e” 
President Bom 
Ru sk , ju dging from what he re­ 
portedly 
t hou g ht before being 
nam ed secretary, doesn’t minimize 
the role of the secretary of state in 
foreign policy bu t considers the 
role of the president in that field as 
of the first im portance. 
This attitu de m ay explain in p art 
why Kennedy pick ed him after 
look ing over the field of lik ely 
prospects for the job. It seems 
clear from Kennedy’s condu ct he 
intends to be boss in both domestic 
and foreign problems.
